here unexpectedly and driven about 
the streets for a couple of hours Sun- 
day morning. Not many people, had 
the chance to see the battle machine 
in action, as it was not expected and 
most of the people in town ' did not 
know it was here. 


It was the same tank which was 


scheduled to give an exhibition here 
Monday, but did not arrive because 


of the accident which disabled it at 
Okeechobee. 
It is stated that while 


the tank was standing on the street 
in Okecciiobee some lioys manipulated 
the levers in such a way that when 
it was started up the gears were 
stripped. 


Later the tank was loaded onto a 


!'at ear and sent to Miami to be re- 
pairen and was started aorih from 
Miami Saturday. Arriving here Sat- 
urday night Sergeants 
Hurst 
and 


Flannigan decided to take it off here 
and give an exhibition Sunday, as the 
people here had been disappointed in 
not seeing the machine in action. 


The tank was driven about 
the 


streets and into some vacant iots, 
where it demonstrated its ability to 
knock down trees 
and ride over 


ditches and all kinds of obstructions. 
It was unable to knock down a small 
tree in the vacant lot at Canal and 
Palmetto streets because the 
soft 


sand would not permit it to get a good 
hold. 


The tank will climb almost any- 


thing and turn around and around in. 
its own length, which many Germans 
found out to their eternal sorrow. 
It is entirely enclosed in armor plate 
which defies anything but big guns. 
It is surmounted by a revolving gun 
turret in which is mounted a machine 
gun of 37 mm. calibre. Two men op- 
erate it. a driver and a gunner.
